A SHOOSZl^a EZFLOSIOIT. 



Four men Blown to Atoms I37 XTltro> 
aiycerino— Blowing Open a Safo tbat 
Ead Boon Tamporod ^itli. 



RuADKoiiD (Pa.), September 15 1878 
— Today at twelve o'clock One of the 

moat frightful and disastrous ex- 
plosions tliat overoccurrcd in the oil re- 
gions, took place a mile and a half 
above this city within a few rods of 
the Erie Railroad. There is a cla.ss of 
individuals who infest tho whole oil 
country, who make it a practice of 
going to the magazines owned by dif- 
ferent torpedo companies through the 
oil regions, picking the locks of nitro- 
glycerine safes, and stealing therefrom 
large quantities of the material, and 
then, when a good opportunity presents 
itself, thcjy sell it to another and equally 
undesirable class of people, known as 
"moonlighters," or illegitimate torpedo 
men. 

.MAKINCl A ItAII). 

Some weeks ago the scoundrels pour- 
ed some of this terrible explosive mat- 
ter into the keyholp of tlie Mclutyre 
Torpedo Company's safes, which were 
all under one roof, and are the same 
which' were the cause of the dreadful 
accident of to-day. Then they con- 
nected a fuse to it and applied the 
torch, but from some cause it failed to 
burn far enough to have eO'ect. But 
they were po.sse.saed of so mudi cun- 
ning, or from fear, they relinquished 
the job for future operations, and Sun- 
day night of last week was chosen as 
the proper period, when they succeeded 
in getting into the safes of tho IMelntyre 
Torpedo Company and stole therefrom 
largo quantities of material, but failed 
to get into Pulver's safo, though they 
damaged the locks to such an extent 
that it was impossible to get the safe 
open without removing tho locks, and 
this is what Mr. Pulver and his assist- 
ants w-erc trying to accomplish when 
they met their terrible fate. 

A .SAD EVKMNn's WORK. 

Lait evening ;Mr. Pulver went to thi; 
oflice of the Mclntyre Torpedo Com- 
pany and consulted their Superinten- 
dent, Colonel J. C. Prescott, about his 
intention of trying to open the safe to- 
day by l)lowing ofl' the locks. The 
Colonel advised him strongly not to 
attempt anything of tho kind, but it 
appears tliat Pulver would not take the 
advice, but sot to work at his danger- 
ous task, in company w'ith four, of his 
assistants -as follows: — J. B. Bcrk- 
liolder, Charles Pago, Andrew Iliggins, 
and another named — Slocum. A short 
time after they were seen going in the 
direction of tho magazine a most ter- 
rible explosion occurred, which rent the 
air and shook the earth. It was heard 
several miles away, and largo pieces of 
the monstrous iron safes and missiles 
of every description, as well as the 
flesh and clothing of the jioor victims, 
wore scattered in every direction about 
the place where tho accident happened. 

nLOWN TO ATO.MS. 

Immediately hundreds of people were 
running in thedirection of tho explosion 
and when there a most shocking spec- 
tacle was presented. Pieces of human 
flesh, with portions of tattered clothing, 
wore found strewn about the ground 
for half a mile, while pieces of the vic- 
tims' mutilated bodies and tiieir cloth- 
ing were seen suspended from the limbs 
of the neighboring trees. , Tlie heart of 
one of the poor unfortunates was found 
on a stump a quarter of a mile from the 
scene of the catastrophe, still warnri and 
quivering. 

CORONER AND DOCTOR.S CALLED. 

The Coroner was summoned, and 
after empanelling .a jury rendered a 
verdict in accordance with the evidence 
elicited from persons wlio wci'c first on 
the scene. Then follo-^ved tho identifi- 
cation of tho rem.iins, which was a difti- 
cult task, but after gathering the scat- 
tered flesh and ganuonts, and compar- 
ing tho sizes 'o'rhtods'ahd-^feet and tho 
fitting of broken skulls and bones, they 
were placed in bo.ves and taken to Brad- 
ford and put in tho care of the under- 
taker, to be placed in coflins and there 
to be kept until the arrival of relatives 
and friends. Colonel Prescott, ..who 
has been in the nitro-glyceri^e |bu?i|nes8 
for many year.s, and who-SvaS also all 
thrpugh..thq late-war, says tliis is by 
far the most disastrous accident that 
e%-er occurred in the oil regions, and 
the most terrible mutilation of human 
beings which he has ever seen.
